Fear Of The Dollar

v 
HK dire prediction of President 
Trum an and other OPA spon­ 
sors ate having disturbing and, for 
us. unfavorable effects abroad. 
For some time, foreign visitors 
have been asking, as one of their 
first questions, w hether we are go­ 
ing to devalue our dollar In term s 
of gold, 
Most Americans answ sr 
with a som ewhat mystified nega­ 
tive. 
Devaluation hasn’t been dis­ 
cussed here and It isn’t believed 
to be possible, not to say probable. 
But cries of wolf In the United 
States are not reassuring to other 
nations and some are taking action 
tending toward lowering tha dollar 
In term s of gold and in term s of 
their own currency. 
The first 
step 
was 
taken 
bv 
Mexico, when th* national bank of 
that country announced a rise In 
the price of gold from $.15 to some­ 
what over $40 an ounce. 
The second step was taken by 
Canada, 
which 
announced 
that 
hereafter 
the 
Canadian 
dollar 
would he ralsod to par with our 
dollar. 
The third step. more sensational 
than th# rest, was taken by Hwe- 
den. 
T hat shrewd and thrifty na­ 
tion has declared that It now will 
pay 15 per cent less for American 
dollars and British pounds. Since 
Sweden has a safe supply of gold. 
earned as a w ar neutral, this step 
can he taken with relative safety. 
Under th# term s of the American 
loan to Britain and of the llretton 
Woods plan, the dollar Is to he tied 
to the pound. 
This is the reason 
why Sweden has directed tis move 
against both 
the dollar and tbs 
pound. 
It Is not clear what Hwltaerland 
will do. 
Tha new government of 
Holland, however. Is said to he 
considering a move similar to that 
on I of Sweden. 
It Is clear tlvat countries which 


fsel that their currencies are abl# 
to resist Inflation are taking m eas­ 
ures to protect themselves against 
a possible Intuition in th* United 
States. 
One reason for this Is that 
our Federal Reserve Board, fearing 
that the dollar might become the 
backbone of black m arkets abroad, 
decided 
against 
readmitting 
dol­ 
lars, except by official channels. 
This meant a rise In the dollar 
price of gold 
abroad, 
especially 
since it Is Impossible to change 
dollars Into gold here. 
Calm 
observers 
of 
American 
business life do not see any pros­ 
pect of a serious deterioration of 
the dollar here. 
Many times In 
the past, prices have moved up as 
much as IO per cent a year for a 
while and then have come down, 
without disturbing the gold value 
of the dollar. 
The prospects of a bum per crop. 
the big papulation of cattle and 
hogs aud the prospects of a good 
harvest abroad are favorable signs 
of lower food prices before many 
months. 
Textile prices are exag 
aerated now and. w hatever hap­ 
pens, rents probably will remain 
controlled. 
The federal budget Is 
still well in hand. 
And vast tech­ 
nological 
progress 
over 
several f 
years will bring more and differ- , 
ant kinds of goods Into the market. 
Mr. T rum an’* predecessor once 
said: The only thing we have to 
fear Is fe tr Itself." 
This hardly 
would he literally true now.

about abandon hope of recovering 
their money. 
Although the Ohio Supreme Court 
held yesterday that cities had no 
right to tax receipts of utility com­ 
panies, the office of Atty. Gen. 
Hugh S. Jenkins said today that 
under a general 
legal rule the 
municipalities 
could 
keep 
the 
money they have collected. 
The attorney general, in an in­ 
formal opinion, pointed out that 
the courts have held that taxes 
paid voluntarily under such circum 
stances could not be recovered. 
Persons who paid the taxes un 
der protest can bring suit to re­ 
cover within a year. 
The Youngstown utility custom­ 
ers are likely to get their money 
back, since the courts ordered the 
tax receipts impounded pending de­ 
termination of the constitutionality 
of Youngstown’s 21 per cent tax. 
More than 1400.000 has been ‘col­ 
lected there. 
It was Youngstown's tax that 
the Supreme Court knocked out, 
but the court's ruling was applica­ 
ble to numerous other cities with 
similar taxes.
